Andrew Jaekaon waa bom in a log but 
inoalnm' poverty. Ha grow ni> in tin- 
woods of North Oanlina,- living iu tlu- 
homo of a relative, wheru his motliur 
worked to support hermdf aud her thrw 
children. 

Jamos K. I'olk, tho eleventh I'rosi- 
dent, spout his early days on a farm iu 
the wilderness of North Ctfoiina, ilia 
father piaoad him in a aUm with Uie in- 
tention that he should enter |n«iaautile 
life ; but his dislike fur bnamciis was so 
yreat that at the age ot 18 he was Hont 
to the Miirfri-eaUirough Academy to hi 
him lor college. 

Millard Fillmore was tho sou of a 
Now York farmer, and his home was an 
humble one. WUeu he waa U yean ot 
age he waa srat away from luane to 
learn the bnsinaas of a olothier. But 
tlvo years luieit ha entered a law office, 
and at the ana tI 23 waa admitted tutliu 
bar. 

James Buchanan wa| taHn in a small 
town ol tho Allegheny tnonntaius. Ilis 
father was pour, aud by his own ax built 
his home in the wiUAmess, When 
James was 8 year^ ot i|ge he waa jdauud 
at school, and six yean* later entered 
Dickinson OoUcge, where he graduated 
with the liigbi-.st honors. 

It is well known that Abraham Li a- 
cob: wa.s tho son of parents who were 
tho poorest of the poor. Till he wan 
more than 'il his homo was a log cabhi. 
Bis attendanoe at school was limited to u 
low montiia, From early lite he was 
oompeUad to depeudon himself not only 
for his living, but also for his soooess iu 
his bnsiness and his professiou. 

At theoge of lU Andrew Johnson was 
apprenticed Ui a tailor. rrevii)U.Hly hi.-i 
mother had supported him by her ow u 
labor. He was never able, it is said, to 
attmt4 sohooL His education he gained 
by his own efforts at night, aftor work- 
ing all day at his trade, aud by the help 
otkiawife, 

The early home of Qen. Qrout, also, 
on the banks of tho Ohio, moro than 
lifty years ago, was without many of 
the comforts of oiviU^ed life.
